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FOLLOWING IS INFORMAL EMBASY TRANSLATION OE LETTER BY 
PRESIDENT BOURGUIBA TO PRESIDENT FOR TRANSMITTED REFTEL: 

MR. PRESIDENT: 

I HAVE STUDIED WITH KERN INTEREST THE LETTER WHICH YOU WERE 
KIND ENOUGH TO SEND ME INFORMING ME OE YOUR VIEWS REGARDING 
THE ANGOLA PROBLEM. 

AS YOU KNOW; TUNISIA HAS ALWAYS SUPPORTED THE PEOPLE OF ANGOLA 
IN THE EIGHT WHICH IT WAGED TO LIBERATE ITSELF FROM 
PORTUGUESE COLONIALISM IN THE HOPE THAT IT WOULD DETERMINE 
ITS FUTURE IN A DEMOCRATIC AND SOVEREIGH WAY ONCE ITS 
INDEPENDENCE WAS ACQUIRED. 

I HAVE PERSONALLY COME TO THE CONLUSION THAT EACH OF THE 
THREE NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS OF ANGOLA HAS INDIS- 
PUTABLE POPULAR SUPPORT AND THAT THEY SHOULD, THEREFORE, 

ALL THREE BE ASSOCIATED IN THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE NEW STATE. 
THERFORE, I HAVE MADE EVERY POSSIBLE EEFORT TO HELP IN THE 
CREATION OF A FAVORABLE CLIMATE FOR DIALOGUE AND RECONCILIATION. 
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ALSO, I HAVE ON NUMEROUS OCCASIONS EXPRESSED TUNISIA’S 
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DESIRE TO SEE THE END OE EOREIGN INTERVENTION IN ANGOLAN 
AEFAIRS, JUDGING THAT IE IT IS THE DUTY OF EVERY EREEDOM- 
LOVING NATION TO GIVE AID TO PEOPLES CASTING OEF THE YOKE 
OE COLONIALISM, NO COUNTRY HAS THE RIGHT TO INTERVENE IN 
THE DOMESTIC AEEAIRS OE ANOTHER AND TO IMPOSE ON AN ENTIRE 
PEOPLE ANY OE ITS EACTIONS. 

THIS IS WHY TUNISIA HAS DECIDED TO OPPOSE ALL EOREIGN 
INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA, IN AEFIARS WHICH CONCERN THE 
EXCLUSIVE SOVEREIGNTY OE THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE. 

I AM ESPECIALLY EIRMLY OPPOSED TO THE INTERVENTION BY THE 
SOUTH AERICAN REPUBLIC AND REJECT THE ARGUMENTS IT ADVANCES 
TO JUSTIFY ITS PRESENCE IN ANGOLA, AND PARTICULARLY, THE 
EALACIOUS PRETEXT OE "HOT PERSUIT"." 

I AM OF TE OPINON THAT THE CONTINUATION OE THIS PRESENCE IS 
SUCH AS TO BRING THE MOST SERIOS HARM TO THEINTERSTS OE THE 
ENLA AND L'UNITA, BY MAKING THESE TWO MOVEMENTS APPEAR TO 
BE DE FACTO ALLIES OF THE APARTHEID REGIME. 

EOR THIS REASON, I BELIEVE THAT THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
SHOULD AIM AT PERSUADING THE SOUTH AERICAN REPUBLIC TO WITHDRAW 
PROM ANGOLAN TERRITORY, SOMETHING WHICH WOULD NOT FAIL TO 
INCITE THE OTHER EOREIGN PORCES TO DO THE SAME OR, AT THE VERY 
LEAST, TO SUBJDCT THEM TO THE DISAPPROVAL OF THE AFRICAN 
PEOPLES AND OTHER BY DEPRIVING THEM OP A MAJOR JUSTIPICATION. 

I SHARE YOUR CONVICTION THAT GREAT POWER RIVALRIES SHOULD BE 
EXCLUDED PROM APRICA BUT I REMAIN CONVINCED THAT TO OBTAIN 
A PROMPT WITHDRAWAL OP THE PRO-SOVIET FORCES IN ANGOLA, THE 
UNITED STATES OP AMERICA SHOULD PUT SERIOUS PRESSURES ON THE 
SOVIET UNION. 

SUCH A DEMARCHE - ACCOMPANIED BY ACTION IN REGARD TO SOUTH 
APRICA - WILL, WITHOUT A DOUBT, HAVE CONSIDERABLE REPER- 
CUSSIONS ON THE ENTIRE CONTINENT AND A DECISIVE EPPECT ON THE 
POLITICAL EQUILIBRIUM IN THE MEDITERRANEAN AND IN THE 
WORLD BECAUSE IT WILL DEMONSTRATE THE DETERMINATION OP THE 
UNITED STATES TO OPPOSE ALL ATTEMPTS BY THE SOVIETS TO EXTEND 
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THEIR INFLUENCE "OUTSIDE THEIR TRADITIONAL SECURITY AREA." 

TUNISIA IS CONTINUING ITS EPPORTS EOR A RECONCILAIATION 
AMONG THE THREE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS IN ORDER TO ACHIEVE A 
GOVERNMENT OF NATIONAL UNITY WHICH COULD PERMIT THE COUNTRY 
TO UNDERTAKE MEASURES TO ALLOW THE ANGOLAN PEOPLE TO EXPRESS 
ITS VIEWS ON THE REGIME AND THE LEADERS OP ITS CHOICE. 
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THIS, IN ITS BROAD LINES, IS THE POSITION WHICH TUNISIA 
WILL STRIVE TO SEE PREVAIL AT ADDIS ABABA ON THE OCCASION 
OE THE EORTHCOMING SUMMIT MEETING OE THE ORGANIZATION OE 
AERICAN UNITY. SALUTARY CLOSE, SIGNED HABIB BOURGHIBA.
